Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. %31.—Miss 
Anna W. Williams, supervisor of kin- 
@ergartens of the Philadelphia public 
schools, whose profile was used for 
that of the Goddess of Liberty on the 
“ Bland” silver dollar, first coined in 
1878, withdrew from active service to- 
day. Her retirement on a pension 
marked the closing of forty years in 
kindergarten work, during which she} 
gained national fame as‘an educator. 

Forty-six years ago Miss Williams 
was selected, after thousands of other 
girls had been rejected, to pose for 
the “Bland” dollar. The designer of 
the coin, George Morgan, who was 
brought to this country from England 
by the treasury. department in 1876;
